President Gets 
‘Friendly’ Note 
From Bulganin 


Communication Sets 
Forth 'Certain Ideas' 
Respecting World Peace 


W A SH IN G TO N (TP) — President 
Eisenhower 
today 
received 
a 
“ friendly 101101'” from Soviet Pre­ 
mier Bulganin setting forth what 
the White House called “ certain 
ideas” respecting world peace. 
Soviet Ambassador Georgi N. 
Zarubin read Bulganin’s letter in 
Russian to Eisenhower and to Sec­ 
retary of State Dulles who re­ 
ceived him in the President's of­ 
fice. An intel pretor translated it 
into English as the ambassador 
read. 
Zarubin left the Bulganin let­ 
ter for Eisenhower’s consideration 
and possible reply. 
White House Press 
Secretary 
James C. Ilagerty then told news­ 
men: 
“ Intermittently since the Gene­ 
va conference the President and 
Premier Bulganin have been ex­ 
changing correspondence. 
“ The Soviet 
ambassador 
this 
morning brought in a friendly let­ 
ter containing certain ideas which 
the Premier has asked the Presi­ 
dent to study further in the in­ 
terest of promoting world peace.” 
Hagerty said, in response to a 
query, he did not know whether 
the Bulganin letter would be made 
public. 
He related how Zarubin had read 
the document but said he did not 
know just how long it was. 
Hagerty declined to say what 
ideas Bulganin had set forth 01 
whether they were related to dis­ 
armament.

Slate Senator J. F. “ Pat” Pat­ 
terson, of Caruthersville, appear­ 
ing as guest speaker at the K i­

State’s $75,000,000 Bond Issue Passes by 
Three to One in Lightest Vote Recorded in 
30 Years; Governor to Call Special Session

State Gives Top-Heavy 
Victory; Money Division

ST. LO U IS iJ 11 — In its light­ 
est vote in 30 years, Missouri by 
a top-heavy margin approved a 
75 million dollar bond issue to 
modernize and expand its prison 
buildings, its mental hospitals and 
its 
state-supported 
universities 
and colleges. 
In 3,219 precincts of the state’s 
4,323 the proposal carried by a 
vote of 103,048 to 35,504, a mar­ 
gin of nearly 3 to 1. 
A total vote of less than 200,- 
000 was indicated, far below the 
pre-election estimate of 
275,000 
by W ill Davis, chief clerk in the 
secretary of state’s office. 
Kansas City and St. Louis gave 
the issue its bi “Rest majority. But 
even outstate where more than 
1,000 of the 2,852 precincts still 
were bi be reported the margin 
was better than two and one. 
Biting cold, heavy snow in some 
areas, and general public apathy 
kept the vote to u near all-time 
low in state elections. 
The real battle over the bond 
issue appeared to be still ahead. 
That is the one over how the mop­ 
ey is to be parceled out to the in­ 
volved state agencies, The deci­ 
sion w ill be made by the State 
Legislature which Gov. Phil M.

ancial load via the tax route. It 
com es through a revision of the 
E m ploym ent 
(o r U nem ploym ent> 
C om pensation Aet so as to include 
all persons and concerns 
which 
em ploy as m an y as four people 
the g re a te r p a rt of the tim e in any 
one calen d ar y e a r. H eretofore the 
act has applied only 
w here as 
m any as eight w ere em ployed. 
The Act provides th a t such e m ­ 
ployer shall pay the governm ent a 
tax of 3 p er cent of the total 
w ages paid all his em ployes. The 
m oney goes into a fund from which 
such em ployes a re paid a t least a 
portion of th e ir re g u la r w ages if 
and w'hen they shall be “ laid off" 
through the voluntary a d io n of the 
em ployer, and it is a very good 
and very helpful provision—w here 
th ere is occasion for it. 
F o r instance, when dem and for 
th eir products d ecreases 
to the 
point w here th e re is little m ark et 
for them and larg e industries ‘like 
auto 
m an u factu rers, 
clothing, 
shoes or w h atev er) see fit to c u r­ 
tail th eir help or close p art or all 
of th eir plants for a tim e, such em ­

N or does the above ta k e into ac­ 
count the very larg e slices of in­ 
com e paid (D to the fed eral gov­ 
e rn m e n t and (2) to the state of 
M issouri

tax. N or does it have anything to 
do with co n stantly increasing real 
estate and personal property tax ­ 
es paid (I) in the state of M issouri 
and <2» to the county of P em iscot 
and (3) to the city of C aru th ers­ 
ville. 


We hold th a t C ongress w as not 
justified in burdening the sm all 
em ployer w ith the latest tax de­ 
cree. As stated before, large in­ 
d u stries 
often lay off em ployes 
and th erefo re 
should be caused 
to m ake som e provision for them 
in such cases. B ut there is p ra c ­ 
tically no shift in em ploym ent in 
the case of the sm all storekeeper, 
the sm all publisher, the 
sm all 
em ployer in any line w here no 
m ore than four people are on the 
payroll. In fact, they generally a re 
found doing th eir dead level best 
to get by w ith their few em ployes 
and to keep from w orking them 
over tim e in o rd er to keep a b re a st 
of their schedules. The only tim e, 
in 99 out of IOO cases, w here th ere 
is a shift in labor in their cases 
is w here an em ploye voluntarily 
quits to seek a job elsew here—for 
the sake of b e tte r pay, for reasons 


of health, m aybe, or for w hat m ay 
seem to him a good and sufficient 
reason.

th at case it is pre­ 
sum ed he would not be entitled to 
unem ploym ent com pensation, since 
he would go directly to another 
job.

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BILLY GRAHAM IN ASIA

BOMBAY, India — Billy G ra­ 
ham, who flew 8,000 miles to In­ 
dia as a representative of the 
Prince of Peace, was welcomed 
with a bloody orgy of mob vio­ 
lence described as the blackest 
days in the history of ancient 
Bombay. The surging street bat­ 
tles between howling mobs and 
rifle-firing police, with death tolls 
climbing past the 50 m ark and 
hundreds 
injured, 
forced 
can­ 
cellation of Billy’s Friday meeting 
here. 
The rally, which would have 
been the largest Protestant reli­ 
gious meeting ever held here, 
would have been tho first on the 
25,000-mile around-the-world tour 
Two persons were killed outside 
the stadium where the meeting 
was scheduled to be held. A mob 
cf rock-throwing 
hooligans at­ 
tacked the police station only a 
few minutes after Christian lead­ 
ers of Bombay had conferred with 
the police commissioner about the 
danger of holding the meeting. 
Five officers were killed dur­ 
ing the day as police clamped a 
tight dusk-to-dawn curfew on the 
city and ordered cancellation of 
a lf public meetings and sports ev­ 
ents. Authorities agreed it would 
be inviting a m ajor disaster to 
hold the large open air religious 
meeting with such tension mount 
ing. 
A civil disturbance over the 
party that would rule Bombay, 
not the visit of Billy, was given 
as the cause of the violence but 
most officials agreed that the up 
rising was Communist inspired. 
Significantly, 
rioting 
has 
now 
spread to Madras, the next stop 
on Billy’s speaking tour of India. 
Billy went to troubled areas of 
Bombay where tram s were stoned 
and cars burned. He saw young 
men beating an old shopkeeper 
for keeping his store open. Hu­ 
m an hate was rampant. A police­ 
m an was stoned to death at his 
post. Acid bombs were thrown in­ 
to faces of people. 
Billy has said on m any occa­ 
sions that “Our skins may be dif­ 
ferent but the human heart, whe­ 
ther American or Indian, is the 
same. An intellectual pilot will fly 
through the skies and drop an 
atom bomb on human beings, a 
jungle savage wil creep along the 
trail and plunge a spear into a 
man. Why do these things hap­ 
pen? They happen because the hu­ 
m an heart is wicked and will stay 
that way until transformed by the 
power of Jesus Christ. I believe 
that if peace is to come to the 
world and people are to live with­ 
out fear of wars it will only be 
through spiritual revival.” 
During his travels around Bom­ 
bay 
Eilly 
saw 
many 
things 
strange to an American. He saw 
a mongoose kill a cobra; took off 
his shoes and walked through a 
Hindu temple where people wor­ 
shipped some of their 35,000 gods; 
saw scores of mothers, fathers, 
and children sleeping on streets 
and saw them tie their few pos­ 
sessions on branches of trees. Dur­ 
ing the day he talked with edu­ 
cated men who would never kill 
a cow or an ant or any living thing 
for fear they would be killing an 
ancestor. 
When Billy returned to his ho­ 
tel he fell on his knees and pray­ 
ed, “Oh God, help us to love 
these people. Help us to put our 
arm s around them and loye them 


as Christ would have done.” 
The masses didn’t get to hear 
Billy in Bombay, but a largo in­ 
door meeting was held for m in­ 
isters and Christian workers. They 
rejoiced over the fact that God 
could use mob violence to make 
Bombay the most prayed-for city 
in history. 
Billy told them he was not dis­ 
couraged. Hate and death had 
marred the beginning, he said, 
but added that Christians around 
the world were praying that God 
would use the weakness of fight­ 
ing men to spotlight the promises 
of Christ for people everywhere. 
Other big meetings, wdth some 
crowds of over 100,000, 
will be 
held next week in the southern 
part of India. The rifles will stop 
firing and a young American will 
be given freedom to preach an old 
message that gives new life.

Goodman then cites a list of typ­ 
ical case histories, in which rou­ 
tine x-rays disclosed unsuspected 
serious disorders, and 
perm itted 
tre a tm e n t in time. 
Modern medicine, A m erican style 
is not only concerned with handling 
physical troubles whose sym ptom s 
are plain. It is designed, as well, 
to prevent disease—or, failing that, 
to detect it at the earliest possible 
m om ent.

Due to action taken by the last 
session 
of 
Congress 
small 
em ­ 
ployers of labor in 
these United 
States have one m ore consider­ 
able burden added to their fin­ 
ancial load via the tax route. It 
comes through a revision of the 
E m ploym ent 
<or U nem ploym ent' 
Compensation Act so as to include 
all persons and concerns 
which 
employ as m an y as 
four people 
the g rea te r p a rt of the time in any 
one calendar year. Heretofore the 
act has applied only 
where as 
m any as eight were employed. 
The Act provides that such em ­ 
ployer shall pay the governm ent a 
tax of 3 per cent of the total 
wages paid all his employes. The 
money goes into a fund from which 
such employes are paid at least a 
portion of their regular wages if 
and when they shall be “ laid off” 
through the voluntary action of the 
em ployer, and it is a very good 
and very helpful provision—w here 
there is occasion for it. 
For instance, when dem and for 
their products decreases 
to the 
point where there is little m ark et 
for them and large industries 'like 
auto 
m anufacturers. 
clothing, 
shoes or w hatever' see fit to cu r­ 
tail their help or close part or all 
of their plants for a time, such em ­ 
ployes should not be cast adrift 


completely. It is right and proper 
that provision be m ade for them at 
least to live during such periods 
and this m ethod probably is the 
best that can be devised to accum ­ 
ulate a fund for this purpose. 
But th at it will work a hardship 
on the sm all em ployer (and it is 
the little fellow—the little farm er, 
the little business m an, the little 
m an u factu rer—who 
seem s 
to be 
getting it in the neck these days) 
can scarcely be denied. He already 
is taxed to capacity. 
Take the case of a sm all news­ 
paper publisher, of whom we are 
which. We now pay, for social se­ 
curity of employes, two per cent 
of their annual wages. (This ad ­ 
ded tax will m ake it 5 per cent or 
a nickel to governm ent on every 
wage dollar paid.) Two cents ex­ 
tra on each dollar spent for sup­ 
plies of various sorts, not to m en­ 
tion personal living expenditures, 
is paid to the state of Missouri. 
Nor does the above take into ac­ 
count the very large slices of in­ 
come paid (1) to the federal gov­ 
ern m en t and (2) to the state of 
Missouri 
in the w ay of income 


tax. Nor does it have anything to 
do with constantly increasing real 
estate and personal property tax­ 
es paid (1) in the state of Missouri 
and (2) to the county of Pem iscot 
and (3) to the city of Caruthcrs- 
ville. 
We hold th at Congress was not 
justified in burdening the 
small 
em ployer with the latest tax de­ 
cree. As stated before, large in­ 
dustries 
often lay off employes 
and therefore should be 
caused 
to m ake some provision for them 
in such cases. But there is prac­ 
tically no shift in em ploym ent in 
the case of the sm all storekeeper, 
the sm all publisher, the 
small 
em ployer in any line w here no 
m ore than four people a re on the 
payroll. In fact, they generally are 
found doing their dead level best 
to get by with their few employes 
and to keep from working them 
over tim e in order to keep abreast 
of their schedules. The only time, 
in 99 out of 100 cases, w here there 
is a shift in labor in their cases 
is where an employe voluntarily 
quits to seek a job elsewhere—for 
the sake of better pay, for reasons 


of health, m aybe, or for w hat m ay 
seem to him a good and sufficient 
reason. 
In that case it is pre­ 
sum ed he would not be entitled to 
unem ploym ent compensation, since 
he would go directly to another 
job. 


There seem s to be a provision 
in the law that when a sm all em ­ 
ployer keeps up his 3 per*cent pay­ 
m ents for a few years the rate au­ 
tom atically is reduced to a “ m in­ 
im u m ”—w hatever it 
m ay 
be. 
M eantim e, 
one wonders, 
as the 
paym ents pile up to the “ credit’* 
of a sm all em ployer and none is 
used, w hat eventually becom es of 
the fund so created? 
Does it go to relieve the distress 
of laborers put out of work, by 
some distant factory 
and if so, 
why? And if not, what? 
It is a m a tte r of satisfaction t® 
note th a t our C ongressm an, the 
Hon. Paul C. Jones, w as opposed 
to the change in the U nem ploy­ 
m ent Act, lowering the m inim um 
n um ber 
of employed 
people as 
noted. But he was out-voted and 
the am endm ent b ecam e law.—Ca- 
ruthersville D emocrat-Argus.

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BILLY GRAHAM IN ASIA 
By George Burnham 
Chattanooga News Free Press 
Staff Writer 
BOMBAY, India — Billy G ra­ 
ham, who flew 8,000 miles to In­ 
dia as a representative of the 
Prince of Peace, was welcomed 
with a bloody orgy of mob vio­ 
lence described as the blackest 
days in the history of ancient 
Bombay. The surging street bat­ 
tles between howling mobs and 
rifle-firing police, with death tolls 
climbing past the 50 m ark and 
hundreds 
injured, 
forced 
can­ 
cellation of Billy’s Friday meeting 
here. 
The rally, which would have 
been the largest Protestant reli­ 
gious meeting ever held here, 
would have been the first on the 
25,000-mile around-the-world tour 
Two persons were killed outside 
the stadium where the meeting 
was scheduled to be held. A mob 
of rock-throwing 
hooligans at­ 
tacked the police station only a 
few minutes after Christian lead­ 
ers of Bombay had conferred with 
the police commissioner about the 
danger of holding the meeting. 
Five officers were killed dur­ 
ing the day as police clamped a 
tight dusk-to-dawn curfew on the 
city and ordered cancellation of 
all public meetings and sports ev­ 
ents. Authorities agreed it would 
be inviting a major disaster to 
hold the large open air religious 
meeting with such tension m ount­ 
ing. 
A civil disturbance over the 
party that would rule Bombay, 
not the visit of Billy, was given 
as the cause of the violence but 
most officials agreed that the up­ 
rising was Communist inspired. 
Significantly, 
rioting 
has 
now 
spread to Madras, the next stop 
on Billy’s speaking tour of India. 
Billy went to troubled areas of 
Bombay where trams were stoned 
and cars burned. He saw young 
men beating an old shopkeeper 
for keeping his store open. Hu­ 
man hate was ram pant. A police­ 
man was stoned to death at his 
post. Acid bombs were thrown in­ 
to faces of people. 
Billy has said on many occa­ 
sions that “Our skins may be dif­ 
ferent but the human heart, whe­ 
ther American or Indian, is the 
same. An intellectual pilot will fly 
through the skies and drop an 
atom bomb on human beings, a 
jungle savage wil creep along the 
trail and plunge a spear into a 
man. Why do these things hap­ 
pen? They happen because the hu­ 
man heart is wicked and will stay 
that way until transformed by the 
power of Jesus Christ. I believe 
that if peace is to come to the 
world and people are to live with­ 
out fear of wars it will only be 
through spiritual revival.” 
During his travels around Bom­ 
bay 
Eilly 
saw 
many 
things 
strange to an American. He saw 
a mongoose kill a cobra; took off 
his shoes and walked through a 
Hindu temple where people wor­ 
shipped some of their 35,000 gods; 
saw scores of mothers, fathers, 
and children sleeping on streets 
and saw them tie their few pos­ 
sessions on branches of trees. Dur­ 
ing the day he talked with edu­ 
cated men who would never kill 
a cow or an ant or any living thing 
for fear they would be killing an 
ancestor. 
When Billy returned to his ho­ 
tel he fell on his knees and pray­ 
ed, “Oh God, help us to love 
these people. Help us to put our 
arms around them and love them 


as Christ would have done.” 
The masses didn’t get to hear 
Billy in Bombay, but a large in­ 
door meeting was held for m in­ 
isters and Christian workers. They 
rejoiced over the fact that God 
could use mob violence to make 
Bombay the most prayed-for city 
in history. 
Billy told them he was not dis­ 
couraged. Hate and death had 
marred the beginning, he said, 
but added that Christians around 
the world were praying that God 
would use the weakness of fight­ 
ing men to spotlight the promises 
of Christ for people everywhere. 
Other big meetings, with some 
crowds of over 100,000, 
will be 
held next week in the southern 
part of India. The rifles will stop 
firing and a young American will 
be given freedom to preach an old 
message that gives new life.
